forces through the Red Cross. The 
letters from Frank Strafaci in Aus- 
tralia shows how much these clubs 
and balls could be used and greatly 
appreciated. Already one of the 
manufacturing companies has sent 
us twelve dozen balls which have 
been delivered to the Red Cross for 
distribution.

Britons Warned 
to Guard Against 
All Peace Talk 


London, Jan. 20 —(IP)— Britons 


were warned today to be on guard 
against a wave of insidious peace- 
talk propaganda inspired by 
the 


Germans as rumors printed earlier 
in the week by Pravda continued 
to have repercussions in both Lon- 
don and Moscow. 


The warning, voiced by the Lon- 


don press, coincided with a similar 
admonition by the Moscow maga- 
zine "War and the Working Class," 
which called for cleansing of the 
political atmosphere from "poison- 
ous gases" spread by the Nazis in 
an effort to split the Allies. 


The Soviet publication declared 


recent Moscow and Teheran con 
ferences had fore-doomed German 
attempts to sow disunion, but add- 
ed "the peoples of the countries 
allied with us and their responsible 
leaders must understand the 
ef- 


forts being made by Nazi ele- 
ments." 


The article appeared on its face 


to be an attempt to dispel the im- 
pression created by the Commun- 
ist organ Pravda, which Monday 
published a rumor the British had 
secretly been discussing possible 
peace terms with German Foreign 
Minister Joachim Von Ribbentrop. 


Although the rumor was denied 


immediately by the British foreign 
office, a dispatch from Associated 
Press Correspondent Edy Gilmore 
in Moscow last night said the re- 
lationship between Russia and her 
Allies 
—Britain and the United 


States — was the biggest single 
topic of conversation in the Soviet 
capital.

was included in information 
ex- 


changed between 18 American re 
publics in connection with the ques 
lion whether recognition should be 
accorded to the Villarroel regime. 


So far, Argentina has been the 


only nation to grant such recogni- 
tion. 


The new disclosures constituted 


the first mention of Von Luxburg's 
name in connection with Nazi ac- 
tivities in Latin America. During 
the First World War he was Ger- 
man minister in Buenos Aires, but 
the Argentine government declared 
him persona non grata after the 
U. S. Slate Department disclosed 
he was transmitting ship informa- 
tion. He arrived again in Buenos 
Aires about three years ago. 
the Buenos Aires secret conference 
came in

of recurrent 
rumors, in no wise confirmed, that 
the Argentine government of Pres- 
ident Gen. Pedro Ramirez, the only 
American regime still maintaining 
relations with the Axis, had coun- 
tenanced an Argentine nationalistic 
plan to create a "southern military 
bloc" including Bolivia, Chile, Uru- 
guay and even southern Brazil.

initted to give "all aid to the Axis 
short of war." There were two rea- 
sons for this stand: He felt a debt 
lo Hitler and Mussolini for the sup- 
port they gave him 
during 
the 


Spanish Civil War of 1936-39 and, 
perhaps more to the point, Ger- 
many looked like a certain winner. 


However, this changed 
and by 


the end of 1942 the non-interven- 
tionist, pro-monarchist army 
offi- 


cers became the dominant force in 
the regime in place of the fierce- 
ly pro-Nazi portion of the Falange 
p'arty. That really turned the Tran- 
co government in the direction of 
neutrality. 


There were three main reasons 


for this change. One 'was that the 
odds on Hitler's chances of winning 
the war took a hard knock when 
America came in. Then, too, the 
United States had succeeded in lin- 
ing uo most of the western hemi- 
sphere countries with the Allies,

the models they supplant," Wilsori 
reported. The gross air

weight of 1944 production is sched- 
uled to be 20 percent above the 
total weight of 1943 alrframes. 


Wilson said more than 
100,000 


planes are scheduled Tor produc- 
tion this year, each with an aver- 
age airframe weight of more than 
10,000 pounds. The aircraft industry 
completed 85,946 planes last year, 
averaging 8,030 pounds in airframe 
weight. 


Wilson reiterated 1944 scheduling 


calls for increased production of 
heavy aircraft — Fortresses, Lib- 
erators and super-Fortresses —and 
a reduction in the number of train- 
ing craft and non-combat models. 


Gross weight of airframes pro- 


duced 
in 1943 
was 741,800,000 
pounds, Wilson said. This will be 
increased to more than 1,000,000,- 
000 pounds, airframe weight, 
in 


1944.

pointed out that unit production of

airplanes will not increase so sharp- 
ly this year as last. Production in 
1943 
was 
approximately

more units than in 1942, but the 
scheduled 1944 increase is roughly

Judged on the basis of 1942 aver- 


age aircraft weights, Wilson said 
the 1944 production will be equiva- 
nlent to 167,000 planes of 1942 vint- 
age. 


Britain Planning Big 
Post War Transport 


London, Jan. 20 —(/P)—Britain is 


designing a 50-passenger trans-At- 
lantic transport plane to carry the 
nation's colors in the "post - war 
race for civil air supremacy, Lord 
Beavcrbrook, Lord Privy Seal, told 
the House of Lords Wednesday. 


The new plane, to be named 


"Brabazon," will fly 250 miles an 
hour, weigh more than 10 tons, 
and will be able to span the Atlantic 
in 15 hours, said Beaverbrook, 
in 


charge of coordinating civil air pol- 
icy for peacetime. If will be able 
to carry two tons of mail in ad- 
dition to 50 passengers, he added 


To fill the gap until the "Bra- 


bazon" is ready for flight, Britain 
is developing a 12-passenger, 32- 
ton trans-Atlantic plane which it is 
hoped will be available before the 
war ends. 


This plane, called the "Tudor,"

Wilson said more than 
100,000 


planes are scheduled Tor produc- 
tion this year, each with an aver- 
age airframe weight of more than 
10,000 pounds. The aircraft industry 
completed 85,946 planes last year, 
averaging 8,030 pounds in airframe 
weight. 


Wilson reiterated 1944 scheduling 


calls for increased production of 
heavy aircraft — Fortresses, Lib- 
erators and super-Fortresses —and 
a reduction in the number of train- 
ing craft and non-combat models. 


Gross weight of airframes pro- 


duced 
in 1943 
was 741,800,000 
pounds, Wilson said. This will be 
increased to more than 1,000,000,- 
000 pounds, airframe weight,

lantic transport plane to carry the 
nation's colors in the "post - war 
race for civil air supremacy, Lord 
Beavcrbrook, Lord Privy Seal, told 
the House of Lords Wednesday. 


The new plane, to be named 


"Brabazon," will fly 250 miles an 
hour, weigh more than 10 tons,

ceiving 30 or 40 letters the same 
day. 


There doesn't seem to be much 


that can be done about it. 


Also, the fact that 
Johny 
re- 


plies to a warmish love letter with 
one about the temperature of 
a 


beached codfish does not necessar- 
ily mean he has another girl. The 
chances are that your tender let- 
ter arrives without having been 
read by anybody else. 
Although 


subject to censorship, most incom- 
ing service mail is not censored. 


But Johnny's answer is written 


under difficulties. 


If he is an enlisted man, it will 


probably be censored by his com- 
manding officer. And nothing 
is 


more fishy than the eye of a sec- 
ond lieutenant looking at a K. P. 
who has just told his girl he can't 
do his work for thinking of her. 
This also acts as a damper on 
complaints. 


If he is clever, Johnny may get 


across the general idea that 
he 


doesn't care for something by over- 
doing praise. If he writes, 
"The 


ensign has the biggest blue eyes 
and is always a perfect gentleman 
You should see the 
elegant lan- 


guage he uses in making official 
reports, and besides he wears 
a 


lovely big grin every morning when 
he first gets out of the sack," it is 
a fairly safe bet that what Johnny 1 
would like to do to the 
ensign 


shouldn't happen to a dog. 
...On ships, an officer's mail 
is 


censored by brother officers. And 
the sad fact is that if you get too 
strong in your praise of a girl, the 
roomate who cersors your letters 
is not always above going .to see 
her if he gets a leave before you 
do. 


Generally, army officers 
simply 


certify their letters themselves — 
but their mail is subject to "spot" 
censorship which picks out a letter 
now and then; so the officer never 
can be sure that his missive to his 
beloved will be read only by her 
own limpid eyes. 


Army men seldom can tell their 


exact locations, but navy shore- 


based personel 
fometlmes can. 


Thus if two brothers were on Glutz 
Island, one in the army and the 
other • in the navy, GI Joe could 
only give an army post office num- 
ber. But Jim's mail could be ad- 
dressed to the Glutz Island naval 
air base, and it might be perfectly 
legal for him to tell Ma that he had 
seen Joe and had lunch with him. 


A ship may be receiving mail 


more or less regularly while her 
men are unable to send any 
for 


months. Recently a ship was 
in 


Hawaii, New Zealand, the Fijis and 
the Gilberts, receiving mail, all the 
while. But the men could send no 
mail until she returned to Hawai, 
her immediate mission completed. 


Before the war, "clipper" mail 


was the fastest from the mainland 
to Hawaii. It still is for a civilian 
address, but it is silly for military 
mail. If acceptable at all, it sim- 
ply would be delayed for one spe- 
cific commercial airplane, although 
half a dozen military air mail car- 
riers might have left in the mean- 
time.
